as a general principle that, owing to the 
possibility that others than Americaus 
have interests at stake, the prize -court 
ehould first pass on all cases.

When assured that arinouncement 
of his resignation had been made

“ The letters,” said Mr. Bryan, “ state 
the reasons for my resignation, show- 
ing that it was precipitated by differ- 
ences of opinion as to what course 
should be taken with regard to the 
American reply to the German note. 
I will have a more complete statement 
that will be given out as soon as the 
note is sent, which probably will’ be 
tomorrow.

Those who saw the Secretary early 
in the day attributed his manner to 
the gravity of the situation relating to 
the negotiations with Germany, and 
little curiosity was ‘aroused. until after 
11 o’clock, the hour for the Cabinet 
meeting, had passed. 
Usually on Cabinet days thé ‘Secre- 
tary does not give audience to news- 
paper men, but meets them in the cor- 
ridor a few minutes before the hour 
and asks them to walk with him over 
to the White House. 
More than thirty newspaper men 
were waiting outside the Secretary’s 
deor this morning. It was five min- 
utes after the Cabinet hour, and Mr.

Mr. Bryan's résignation, it is known, 
was discussed thoroughly at the Cab- 
inet meeting, and final efforts were 
made to get him to reconsider his 
determination, .The President again 
spoke his deep regret when Mr. Bryan 
told him that he could not remain ‘in 
the official family, and other Cabinet 
‘members joined in the expressions : of 
their regards.. 

Immediately after the Cabinet meet-. 
ing the President went ‘to’ the White

He talked little on the way, but several 
times. referred to Mr. Bryan and his 
high regard for him.

LANSING EXPECTED 
TO SUCCEED BRYAN 


But the Excited’ Capital Even 
Breeds Rumors of a “Coa- 
lition Cabinet.” 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 8.—Not since 
that June day twenty-three years ago 
when James G. Blaine retired precipi- 
tately from the office of Secretary of 
State in the Cabinet of Benjamin Har- 
rison has Washington been treated to 
such a’ sensation as has been caused 
by the resignation of Secretary Bryan. 
Newspaper extras gave most of the 
people. of the capital their first news 
of his retirement. 

The Bryan resignation is regarded as 
much more sensational than that of 
the “ Plumed Knight” of the Repub- 
lican Party. Mr. Blaine retired be- 
cause of his desire to wrest from 
President Harrison the Republican 
nomination for the Presidency. That 
‘was a mere political quarrel, while the 
differencés between President Wilson 
and Secretary Bryan are based on a 
belief on Mr. Bryan’s part that the 
second note to be sent to Germany in 
connection with the Lusitania may 
lead to serious friction with that coun- 
try. 

An interesting fact recalled tonight 
was that when Mr. Blaine retired 
from the Harrison Cabinet he was 
succeeded by General John W. Foster 


Robert Lansing, the man believed to 
be foremost in President Wilson’s mind 
as the successor of Bryan as Secretary 
of State. - + 
Mr. Lansing, who is the present 
Counselor of the State Department, 
has already been designated as Acting 
Secretary of State. He is credited with 
having supported Mr. Wilson’s policy 
in dealing with Germany. He attended 
the session of the Cabinet on Friday, 
when Mr. Bryan made a speech giving 
reasons why a radical attitude should 
not be adopted toward the German 
Government. 
Unperturbed by the sudden promi- 
nence that has come to him, Mr. Lan- 
sing went tonight with Mrs. Lansing 
to a vaudeville theatre. Hé wore the 
Same gray suit in which he had been 
dressed during his day at the State 
Department, and altogether showed a 
desire to be as inconspicuous as pos- 
sible. Few persons recognized him. 
There are rumors ‘that Secretary 
Garrison or Secretary, Lane may be 
advanced to the office of Secretary of 
State, but circumstances seem to indi- 
cate that Mr. Latising, at this particu- 
lar time at least, is most favored by 
thp President on account of his knowl- 
edge of international law. 
ther rumors of a more or less sen- 
sational character are afloat here to- 
night. One story is that, believing 
war with Germany inevitable, the 
President will form a coalition Cabi- 
net, including Republicans, and per- 
heps a Progressive. One of those clos- 
est to the President branded this story 
as utterly silly. 
, The rumor went so far as to attrib- 
ute to the President the intention of 
asking ex-President Taft and Dlihu 
Root, former Secretary of State, to join 
his official family. 
Other reports have been flying about 
that there may be other resignations 
from the Cabinet because of opposition 
to the President’s firm stand toward 
Germany in connection with the sink- 
ing of the Lusitania, but are emphat- 
ically discredited on authority. The 
specific report that Postmaster Gen- 
eral Burleson would resign was de- 
clared to be without foundation. 


Events Moved Rapidly, 


The announcement that Mr, Bryan 
had tendered his resignation and that 
it had been accepted came with: dra- 
matic suddenness. Since morning 
there had been rumors about the rea- 
sons that had caused the delay in the 
transmission of the note to Germany, 

‘When the President received the 
correspondents at 10 o'clock he was 
asked concerning reports of differences 
in the Cabinet, and gave a non-com- 
mittal reply. 

When the Cabinet assembled at 11 
o’clock Mr. Bryan was not present. He 
appeared at noon, however, smiling 
broadly, and went into the Cabinet 
room, This served to quiet for a time 
the suspicions that the President’ and 
Mr. Bryan were at odds over the char- 
atter of the note to Germany. 

A few hours later, however, the sug- 
gestion took form that the President 
and his Secretary of State were un-

The differences between. President 
Wilson and Mr.- Bryan. date -back.-to 
the day. of the sinking of..the Lusi- 
tania, -May 7.: President “Wilson 
learned of the disaster about 2 o'clock 
that afternoon. Secretary Bryan got 
the news at about the same time, Mr. 
Bryan hurried to the State .Depart- 
ment from the hotel where he had been 
taking luncheon with other members 
of the Cabinet, and it is supposed that 
he waited there for a summons to the 
White House. But the summons aia 
not come. 

When he received word ot the disas- 
ter the President was preparing to go 
golfing. He decided to remain’in tha 


late in the afternoon, when he went for 
a motor ride. _ 

At that time it was supposed that 
there had been no loss of life on the 
Lusitania. That night at 10 o'clock 
the Washington’ office of Taz TimEs 
telephoned to the White House that 
more than 1,000 persons had perished. 
This information was sent immediately 
to the President, and was. his first 
knowledge that the sinking of the Lu- 
sitania would lead to.an international 
crisis, 

On the next day, (Saturday,) on Sun- 
day, and on Monday up to the time he 
left Washington to deliver a speech in 
Philadelphia, the President: was inac- 
cessible. He did not see his Secretary 
of State or any other members of his 
Cabinet during that period: 

There was no evidence, however, 
that Mr. Bryan was perturbed over the 
failure of the President to consult him 
on the most vitally important incident, 
affecting foreign relations of the 
United States, since the Administra- 
tion came into power. In fact, he 
made a laughing remark to an in- 
quiry from newspaper men whether he 
had seen ‘the President since the news 
came of the Lusitania disaster. His 
response was substantially this: 

“I have not‘seen the President or 
communicated with him If it will 
do you any good to know it, I have 
not communicated with him directly 
or indirectly by wire or wireless.” 

An explanation made by Mr. Bryan 
tonight, that his differences with the 
President dated back to the case of 
Leon C. Thrasher, the American citi- 
zen who lost his fe when the British 
steamer Falaba was sunk by a German 
submarine, indicates why the Presi- 
‘dent did-not take Mr. Bryan into hig 
confidence during the period after the 
sinking of the Lusitania, ‘ 

Mr. Bryan is supposed to have con- 
tended..that this Government would 
have no just ground for protest against 
_the sinking of vessels other than those 
flying the American flag. The cases 
of the Cushing and the Gulflight, 
American vessels, afforded ground for 
protests by the United States, in the 
opinion of Mr. Bryan, But with re- 
spect to the Falaba and the Lusitania, 
both of British register, he is supposed 
to have held that these attacks did not 
give the United States the right to 
make any representations that would 
by any possibjlity involve this country 
in a clash with Germany. 

Disagreed with First Note. 


On Tuesday, four days after the 
Lusitania went down, the Cabinet met 
in regular session. President Wilson 
then presented to his official family 
the draft of a note to the German 
Government that he had been engaged 
in preparing during the period of his 
virtual seclusion. This was the note 
of May 18, which Ambassador Gerard 
presented to Herr von Jagow, the Im- 
perial Minister for Foreign Affairs, on 
May 15. 

The tone of the note and the de- 
mands it contained did not please Sec- 
retary Bryan. He was frank in say- 
ing so. He made a speech in behalf 
of the preservation of peace, but 
pledged his loyalty to the President in 
whatever course Mr; Wilson might 
adopt. Hither at that meeting or sub- 
sequently Mr. Bryan explained that 
he was not willing to go as far as the 
President in His action toward Ger- 
many, but he consented to have the 
note transmitted to the Berlin Govern- 
ment over his own signature. Nobody 
at that time believed that Mr. Bryan's 
attitude was such that his resignation 
from the Cabinet might result. 

One of the things that led to this be- 
lief was that Mr. Bryan not only ex- 
pressed willingness to sign the. note 
of May 13, after he had seen it. in its 
final shape, but also wrote one of its 
strongest paragraphs. That paragraph 
was as follows: 

Expressions of regret and offers of 
reparation in case of the destruction 
of neutral ships sunk by mistake, 
while they may satisfy international 
obligations, if no loss of life results, 
cannot justify or excuse a practice, 
the natural and necessary effect of 
which is to subject neutral nations 
and neutral persons to new and: im- 
measurable risks.

Crisis Reached Last Friday. 


The understanding here is that the 
relations of President.

Friday’s Cabinet meeting, but there’ fs 
evidence that nothing’ happened theré 
to show that the Secretary of State 
intended to, tender his resignation if 
the President refused to modify the 
terms of the note to Germany. On 
Thursday night Mr. Wilson and Mr. 
Bryan had discussed the incomplete 
rough draft of the proposed communi- 
cation to the German Government, 
and they engaged in a further discus- 
sion of it on Friday morning just be- 
fore the Cabinet meeting. ' Counselor 
Lansing was present at that meeting, 
a fact which caused much comment. 
At that time the President and the 
Secretary found their differences ap- 
parently irreconcilable. The Presi- 
dent held that this Government could 
not afford to delay calling on Germany 
for an answer to the question whether 
she would assent to the principle that 
the lives of passengers and crews of 
merchant vessels were immune from 
attack by German warships, He did 
not agree with Bryan’s support of the 
Berlin idea that there should be delay 
for further investigation of the facts 
connected with the Lusitania, Gulf- 
light, and Cushing attacks, 

During these discussions Mr. Bryan 
suggested that he should retire from 
the Cabinet. To this the President 
dissented, and expressed the hope that 
Mr, Bryan would take no such action. 
But the Secretary pointed out that it 
would be inconsistent for him, believ- 
ing that war should be avoided by 
every possible means, to remain as 
chief adviser to the President in mat- 
ters of foreign affairs. 

The President, realizing how strong 
the idea of resigning was impressed 
on Mr. Bryan's mind, advised the Sec- 
retary to give more consideration to 
the matter.

There has been much discussion

Administration 
have stated that these differences were 
such as might exist among a body of 
friends and that none was of a charac- 
ter that would cause any break in the 
President’s official family. There is 
reason to believe that even close asso- 
ciates of the President and Mr, Bryan 
had no idea that Mr, Bryan’s objection 
to the course which the President pro- 
posed with reference to Germany’s 
submarine warfare would lead to the 
Secretary’s resignation. 

Secretary Garrison and Secretary 
Lane have been regarded as foremost 
among the members of the Cabinet in 
advocating that a firm stand should 
be taken in addressing Germany on 
the subject.

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Secretary Houston has been credited 
with taking the same position, and it 
has been said that Mr, Burleson stood 
with these three. Mr. Burleson’s po- 
sition, however, has been similar to 
Mr. Bryan’s, according to what is 
stated here, although he has believed 
that the President’s policy, when once 
determined, should be supported by all 
the members of his Cabinet.

FE. R. Coudert—“Fortunate for All.” 


Frederic Rene Coudert, an authority 
on international law: 


“TI think Mr. Bryan’s resignation 
fortunate thing for Mr. Dryas ay a 
fortunate thing for the country. . For 
Mr. Bryan it. is an opportuntiy to get 
him out of a false position. His views 
upon a policy of ‘‘ peace at any price ”’ 
are inconsistent with the traditions of 
the high stewardship which he has held, 
because they are inconsistent with the 
views of Washington, of Lincoln, and of 
Cleveland. Therefore, Mr. Bryan, in the 
expressicn of his views haa come to 
occupy rather the position of a lecturer 
than a statesman. 

‘He was not justified in retaining any 
longer the position of trust and responsi- 
bility in the ‘management of a great 
government which he was forced to oc- 
cupy when that position brought him in- 
to conflict with his convictions. He was 
therefore in an impossible positiun. 

I have no doubt that the President is 
for peace—as Washington and Lincoln 
were for peace—but for peace interpreted 
in its highest terms, and consistently 
with our tracitions. For we must re- 
member that we are today the only re- 
maining nation capable of defending the 
great fundamental principles of human- 
ity as they have been formulated and 
translated into the principles of inter- 
national iaw. The United States alone 
among the neutral nations of the world 
can raise its voice on behalf of humanity 
and make itself heard and respected. 

If, in the past weeks, it was not re- 
spected, it was because Mr. Bryan’s 
views. however lofty they might be, 
are impossible when translated into the 
terms of a dignified statesmanship. 

Mr. Wilson wishes to express those 
same ideas in accord with: those of. the 
geratést of our American statesmen of 
the past. while Mr. Bryan is a member 
of a_schooi of idealists who, if they 
had full power, would allow powerful 
malefactors to destroy the weak.

Pighting on the Friulian Front. 


Special Cable to Toe New York Tuaws 
ROME, June 8, (Dispatch to The Lon- 


ing continues in the Friulian sector of 
the Austro-Italian battle line. The tri- 
color of Italy now waves from Caporetto, 
eight miles northwest of Tolmine, to 
Porte Buso in the Gulf of Trieste.

Alert Italian snipers who crept forward 
far in advance of their artillery’ posi- 
tions have been worrying the enemy 
night and day.

On the lower Isonzo, Italian cavalry 
have had their chance and carried out 
some brilliant exploits, Two bodies of 
them, operating from different points, 
crossed by swimming, and, gaining. the 
east bank, rode far into the enemy’s ter- 
ritory to reconnoitre his positions, The 
river was quickly spanned by pontoon 
bridges, and a strong force of infantry 


horsemen. 

Reinforcements of the enemy are re- 
ported.

LONDON, June 8.—News was received 
here today ‘of ‘the sinking of these addi- 
tional vessels by German submarines: 

Belgian. steamer Menapier .sent to 
the bottom near ‘the North Foreland, 
Kent County, England...

The Menapler was a steamer of 1,425 
‘net tons’ and was 281 feet long. Sho 
Was built in Sunderland in 1908 and 
was owned in Antwerp.

One of 
them, badly injured, was sent to a 
hospital. The Menapier sank a few 
minutes after the torpedo exploded. 


The Trudvang was a steamer of 640 
tons “net register. She was built at 
Bergen in 1897. She was 224 feet long, 
32 feet beam, and 13 feet deep. She 
was carrying iron ore to a British port. 

The Trudvang was by .a Ger- 
man submarine soon after midday yes- 
terday, when off St. Anne’s Head. The 
Captain was ordered to bring his pa- 
pers aboard the submarine, whose Com- 
mander gave the crew twenty minutes 
to take to the boats. 

The submarine then sent twelve shells 
into the Trudvang. The. shooting 
brought out a patrol boat from ptr pieel 
Haven, which picked .up the. skippe 
and erew, numbering thirteen, from The 
boats. During this operation the sub- 
marine attemnnted vainly to torpedo the 
patrol boat. The men from Trudvang 
were larided today at Milford Haven.

It is too early yet to speak of corn, 
but there is an addition of nearly 150,- 
000,000 bushels of oats, and an increase 
of 8 per cent. in the condition of hay? 
Only Wall Street farmers will despise 
the mention of the humble hay crop. 
Last year it was worth more than any 
whest crop that ever was sold, except 
only last year’s. This year fourscore 
million dollars will be added to the hay 
crop, and that means much in the 
present state of the markets for milk 
and meat. , 

We are going to lose something on 
this year’s cotton crop, but.the bread- 
stuffs crops indicate where hope lies 
that the farm yields of this year will 
be worth more than last year’s ten 
Dillion dollars. That is the usual result 
of late and damp Springs. The Gov- 
ernment itself is authority. Its 
‘Weather Bureau assures us that “ dry 
May brings nothing,” that “ May cool 
and damp fills the barns and vats,” 
that “a late Spring brings a great 
blessing,” and so on. That is the sort 
of Spring we have had, and we have 
the crops to match. 


BATTLE CRUISERS NEEDED. 

The kind of marksmanship attrib- 
uted to the gunners on the British 
dreadnought Queen Elizabeth, in a let- 
ter from a Belfast naval officer quoted 
in Tag Times dispatches yesterday, is 
probably the kind that only real prac- 
ffee in war can develop. One shell de- 
molished a camp with 500 soldiers and 
Stores for six months. Another, fired 
over a mountain top, sank’a full trans- 
port. According to the newly pub- 
lished edition of the annual“ Fleets of 
the World,” the British Navy has 74 
battleships, in commission or under 
construction, in tonnage ranging from 
12,950 to 27,500; the Queen Elizabeth 
size, while ‘our 86 battleships, in the 
water, on the stocks, or provided for, 
range from 11,846 tons to 82,000, and 
some of the new boats are to have an 
equipment of guns larger than the big- 
gest of the British ships.

The need of battle crufsers is the 
first consideration, the need_of more 
men the next.

Only Venetians Know What It Is 
and How Much It is Worth, 


To the Editor of The Now York Times: 

In the discussion which has arisen 
over the fortification of Venice, all 
lovers of that fair city have been deeply 
interested. But none Of the disputants 
seems as. yet to have considered how the 
Venetians themselves may look . upon 
the matter. 

The writer had the privilege of living 
for some months with a Florentine lady 
who remembered the rule of the Aus- 
trians in Tuscany, After the proclama- 
tion of Italy, Venice still remained 
under Austrian rule. This lady has 
often related an incident which shows 
the feeling of the Venetians at that 
time. 

On- che orcasion of national rejoicing 
there came to-Florence a delegation of 
gondoliers: They were given a place in 
the procession and. bore the flag of St. 
Mark draped in heavy mourning. In 
thelr beloved Venice the hated Austrian 
soldiers were lodged. In Piazza San 
Mareo the Austrian band played and 
when the first note sounded every Ital- 
fan retired from the Piazza. The song 
of the gondoliers at that time was a 
challenge to the tyrant: 

O list, Venetian gondolier, 

Silent upon the prow,

PROF. JOSEPH WINTER DEAD. 


Superintendent of German Free 
Schools Was a Noted Educator. 


Professor Joseph Winter, a noted Ger- 
man educator and Superintendent of the 
German Free Schools-in the United 
States, died yesterday at his home, 113 
East Highty-third Street, in his sixtieth 
year. He was born in Vienna and until

Document Gives Saving of ‘Capital, 
» Ist’s Life as the. Reason for 
Unusual Promise to Pay. 
FARE WI CAUT 


Through the filing of summons and 
soraplaint in the County Clerk’s Office a 
suit was started yesterday which not 
only presents’a new issue for the Su- 
preme Court to pass upon, but contains 
the promise of interesting developments. 

The suit is brought by Haozoun H. | 
Topakyan, Persian Consul General, to | 
recover $50,000 from the estate of George 
Clinton Batcheller. The action is based 
upon a note alleged to have been signed 
by Mr. Batcheller, and the unusual ele- 
ment is.that the note was made payable 
ten days after the signer’s death. 

This is the note; , 

New York Nov. 8, 1914. 

Ten days after my death I promise 

to the order of my friend, H. 

H. opakyan, who saved my ‘life, 
fifty: thousand dollars at my bank, or 
180 Fifth Avenue. Value received. 
GEORGE CLINTON BATCHELLER. 
. Mr. Batcheller died on Jan. 25 of this 
year. He-was ‘the head of George C. 
Batcheller & Co., at 130 Fifth Avenue, 
and lived at 237 West Seventy-second 
Street. His will, which was admitted to 
probate on April. 13, disposed of.a large 
estate. The first that was known of Mr. 
Topakyan’s claim was on April 16, when 
proof of claim was filed with Alfred P. 
W. Seaman, Truene G, Batcheller, and 
Edward W. Russell, thé executors of 
the estate. The demand for payment 
was rejected. and the present suit fol- 
lowed. 

The attorneys for the executors are 
Gifford, Hobbs & Beard of 60 Broadway. 
Thedefense is to be that in the opinion 
of the executors Mr. Batcheller never 
signed the note. 

Mr. Topakyan’s home is Persian 
Court, at Raymond Lake on the Lake 
Valley Road, near Morris Plains, New 
Jersey. He was not at the Consulate 
here late yesterday afternoon. His at- 
torney, Charles O. Mass, of 87 Nassau 
Street, would not discuss the case. He 
was asked when and how his client had 
Saved Mr. Batcheller’s life, but had 
nothing to say. 

The news of the filing of the suit at- 
tracted much attention among lawyers 
at.the Court House yesterday. The law 
requires that a note shall have a definite 
time fixed for its payment. Several 
lawyers said that they had never heard 
of a suit brought here based upon a 
note made payable after the death of 
the signor. Before the question of the 
value received and the circunistances 
surrounding the giving of the note were 

ne‘into, it was said, the court would 

ave to decide whether ‘“‘ten days after 
my death” was a definite date as re- 
quired by law. One lawyer gave his 
Opinion that the time assigned for pa: 

ment was definite enough to make the 
note valid. Another told of a similar 
case up-State which had been won by 
the holder of the note several years

action to trial was taken by Justice
